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GENERAL  INTRODUCTION 


This  Report  is  the  forty-ninth  since  the  establishment  of  medical 
inspection  in  Glasgow  in  the  year  1909,  the  twenty-eghth  since  the 
transfer  to  the  Health  Department  of  the  Corporation  in  1930  and  the 
twentieth  since  the  form  of  report  was  re-cast  following  the  introduction 
throughout  the  country  of  a uniform  method  of  recording  at  the  request 
of  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland. 

An  innovation  was  the  testing,  by  nurses,  of  visual  acuity  of 
5 year-old  children  in  a number  of  selected  schools  ; these  tests  were 
done  at  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland.  It  was 
interesting  to  note  that  the  findings  were  similar  to  those  recorded  in 
connection  with  the  testing  of  the  7 year-olds  ; and  moreover  that  the 
proportion  of  cases  for  whom  spectacles  were  prescribed  was  also 
similar  to  that  for  the  older  groups.  This  would  appear  to  indicate 
that,  in  all  probability,  many  of  the  5 year-olds  with  defective  eyesight 
had  been  discovered  sufficiently  early  for  them  to  be  given  the  appro- 
priate treatment  and  consequently  to  benefit  physically,  and  so  to  be 
able  to  make  better  use  of  the  education  provided. 

Another  innovation  was  the  X-raying  of  all  dining  attendants  on 
the  staff  of  the  School  Meals  section  during  February  and  March,  1958  ; 
provision  was  now  made  for  the  passing  of  an  X-ray  examination  to  be 
a condition  of  future  appointments.  The  usual  arrangements  for  the 
medical  examination  of  kitchen  staffs  were,  of  course,  continued 
during  the  period. 

In  the  national  campaign  of  poliomyelitis  vaccination,  the  School 
Health  Service  contributed  by  arranging  for  the  distribution  of  appeal 
leaflets  and  consent  forms  at  schools  and  school  clinics,  and  by 
vaccinating  a. proportion  of  the  children  at  school  clinics  and  at  nursery 
schools.  Altogether,  44,800  “ appeals  ” were  issued  to  schools  and  a 
further  1,600  were  sent  to  nursery  schools.  Injections  totalling  17,818 
were  given  at  the  clinics  during  the  course  of  the  year  by  school  medical 
officers,  and  a further  465  were  performed  at  nursery  schools. 

An  important  extension  of  the  speech  therapy  facilities  was  under- 
taken from  the  beginning  of  the  session  when  authority  for  the 
appointment  of  two  additional  therapists  was  obtained.  It  was  then 
found  possible  to  arrange  for  treatment  to  be  given  to  mentally,  as 
well  as  physically,  handicapped  children  in  attendance  at  special  schools. 
In  addition,  as  a pioneer  experiment,  a speech  therapy  centre  was 
inaugurated  in  Florence  Street  School  Clinic,  where  treatment  was 
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made  available  for  children  under  5 years  of  age  (including  some 
attending  nursery  schools  and  day  nurseries)  as  well  as  school  children 
in  the  area.  This  scheme  was  most  successful  and  is  being  continued 
with  a view  to  further  expansion. 

The  diphtheria  immunisation  “drive”  for  1958  had  perforce  to 
be  re-organised,  as  a result  of  the  Government  decision  to  change  the 
types  of  prophylactic  supplied.  In  consequence,  the  campaign  was 
launched  a month  earlier  than  usual  (in  January  instead  of  February 
as  formerly),  and  the  work  covered  a period  of  three  months  instead 
of  two.  The  scheme  was  remarkably  successful  in  spite  of  the  added 
complication  of  a concurrent  poliomyelitis  campaign. 

Several  schools  were  opened  in  the  new  housing  areas  during  the 
year.  The  average  attendance  of  pupils  in  all  schools  was,  however, 
lower  than  usual  over  the  year  as  a whole,  due  mainly  to  an  outbreak 
of  Asian  influenza  in  the  autumn  of  1957  ; during  one  week  at  the 
height  of  the  epidemic,  the  average  attendance  of  pupils  at  all  schools 
fell  to  61-6  per  cent. — a drop  of  28-4  per  cent,  from  the  normal — 
52,750  pupils  being  recorded  as  absent  on  account  of  influenza. 

A full  medical  staff  was  again  available  throughout  the  period 
under  review.  More  periods  than  ever  before  (more  than  half  as  many 
again  as  in  1957)  were  given  to  the  diphtheria  immunisation  campaign 
as  a result  of  the  inauguration  of  the  new  scheme,  and  also  to  polio 
vaccination  (five  times  the  total  in  1957),  and  this  resulted  in  some 
over-all  loss  of  time  for  treatment. 

In  connection  with  the  systematic  examination  of  pupils  in 
ordinary  schools,  comparatively  large  numbers  were  examined  ; 
results  were  in  general  satisfactory,  the  percentage  (48-7)  with  no 
discoverable  defect  being  the  best  ever  recorded  in  these  Reports. 
Average  measurements  continued  to  improve  and  the  actual  advance 
during  the  post-war  years  is  shown  in  the  following  table.

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A further  decline  in  the  proportion  of  children  protected  against 
diphtheria  and  smallpox  was  reported  and,  in  this  connection,  it  is 
notable  that  the  smallest  percentages  were  reported  amongst  the 
infant  group.  As  regards  smallpox  vaccination,  this  decline  may  be 
a direct  outcome  of  the  discontinuance  of  compulsion  and  may  soon 
result  in  a very  undesirable  lack  of  protection  among  the  school 
population  as  a whole.  As  regards  protection  against  diphtheria,  it 
would  appear  that  the  regimen  at  school  (including  medical  supervision 
and  the  annual  “ drive  ”)  may  be  claimed  as  influencing  parents. 

The  cleanliness  of  the  children  seen  at  routine  medical  inspection 
by  school  medical  officers  was  improved,  and  cleanliness  inspectresses 
and  nurse  inspectresses  of  the  Sanitary  Department  reported  similar 
findings.  Satisfaction  in  this  matter  was,  however,  tempered  by  the 
fact  that  unremitting  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  staffs  was  still 
necessary  to  obtain  such  a result,  and  by  the  fact  that  55  parents  still 
required  to  be  prosecuted  in  police  courts  during  the  year.  The  scheme 
of  cleanliness  supervision  in  selected  schools  was  again  successful, 
general  improvement  being  reported  there  also. 

On  the  treatment  side  fewer  cases  were  dealt  with  ; this  was 
partly  due  to  loss  of  treatment  time  to  the  diphtheria  immunisation  and 
polio  vaccination  campaigns  as  noted  above,  and  partly  to  shortage  of 
specialist  staff  (for  ear  and  defective  vision  cases).  An  important 
exception  to  this  general  decline  was  in  respect  of  defective  speech, 
where  increased  numbers  treated  were  due  to  the  launching  of  the 
new  schemes  (in  special  schools  and  at  Florence  Street  Clinic)  which 
have  already  been  mentioned. 

Dental  inspections  were  more  numerous  but  fewer  cases  were 
actually  treated,  due  partly  to  shortage  of  staff — although  this  has 
improved — and  partly  to  the  movement  of  school  pupils  to  outlying 
districts  where  dental  clinic  facilities  were  not  yet  available. 

Fewer  deaths  among  school  children  were  reported.  Fatalities 
due  to  violence  were  greatly  reduced  ; for  the  fifth  successive  year  no 
deaths  from  diphtheria  were  recorded,  but  the  outbreak  of  influenza 
gave  rise  to  five  deaths  from  that  disease. 

Full  details  of  all  the  usual  information  on  the  work  of  the  School 
Health  Service  are  also  provided  in  this  Report,  including  particulars 
of  the  various  schemes  in  which  the  Service  co-operated  during  the 
period. 


I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Corporation  members  for 
their  support  throughout  the  year  and  for  their  unflagging  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  the  children.  My  thanks  are  also  extended  to  the 
Director  of  Education  and  his  staff,  Headmasters,  teachers  and  others 
for  their  valuable  co-operation  ; to  all  members  of  the  School  Health 
Service  staff  for  their  continued  loyalty  and  collaboration  and  in 
particular  to  Mr.  James  A.  Stewart,  Assistant  Administrative  Officer, 
for  his  able  assistance  in  collating  the  material  which  comprises  this 
Report.

Of  the  total  of  11,219  periods  (half-days)  worked  by  School  Medical 
Officers,  9,130  were  given  to  medical  inspection  and  treatment  and 
2,089  periods  were  devoted  to  other  work  as  follows  : — residential  school 
examinations,  398  ; junior  club  and  school  camp  examinations,  236  ; 
examinations  for  holidays  abroad  and  educational  excursions,  83  ; 
diphtheria  immunisation,  773  ; general  inspection  in  schools,  182  ; 
examinations  of  school  meals  service  staff,  60  ; B.C.G.  vaccination, 
100  ; poliomyelitis  vaccination,  238  and  19  periods  to  examinations  of 
pre-vocational  students. 

Of  the  total  of  7,749  working  periods,  School  Dental  Officers 
devoted  7,474  to  the  normal  work  of  dental  inspection  and  treatment 
and  275  periods  to  duties  (including  holiday  relief)  in  the  Ante-natal 
section. 

Included  in  the  working  periods  shown  abbve  is  the  time  spent  on 
administrative  duties  by  the  Principal  Medical  Officer  and  the  Assistant 
Principal  Medical  Officer  (General)  and  the  Chief  Dental  Officer,  as 
well  as  half-days  devoted  to  the  meetings  of  both  medical  and  dental 
staffs.

During  the  1957-58  Session,  157  visits  were  paid  to  145  schools  and 
the  following  is  a summary  of  the  conditions  found.  “ Nothing  to 
report  ” was  returned  in  13  instances  and  the  principal  defects  dis- 
covered in  the  remainder  were  : inadequacy  of  washing  facilities,  (62)  ; 
disrepair  of  playground  surfaces  and  lack  of  sufficient  shelters,  (29)  ; 
absence  or  inadequacy  of  medical  inspection  room,  (56)  ; insufficiency 
of  cloakroom  accommodation,  (40)  ; defects  of  lighting  and  heating, 
(35)  ; insufficiency  of  staff  room  accommodation,  (40)  ; defects  of 
W.C.’s  and  lavatories,  (70)  ; defective  ventilation,  (17)  ; disrepair  or 
inadequacy  of  drinking  fountains,  (10).  Other  complaints  included 
various  structural  defects,  (42)  ; disrepair  of  flooring,  (8)  ; defective 
drainage,  (5)  and  miscellaneous  defects,  (27).

Inspection. 

Routine  medical  inspection  in  ordinary  schools  was  given  to 
entrants-infants  and  those  born  in  1944,  1948  and  1941  ; nurses  tested, 
for  vision  and  hearing  only,  those  born  in  1950.  Also,  in  accordance 
with  the  request  in  D.H.S.  Circular  No.  43/1957,  the  visual  acuity  of 
five-year-olds  in  a selected  number  of  schools  was  tested  by  nurses. 

Other  arrangements  were  broadly  similar  to  those  which  obtained 
in  the  previous  year.

C.  SCHOOL  NURSING  AND  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR 
FOLLOWING  UP.

During  the  Session,  the  nursing  staff  devoted  34,692  periods 
(half-days)  to  the  work  of  medical  inspection  and  treatment  of  children 
(including  home  visitation)  ; 319  periods  to  examinations  in  connection 
with  holidays  abroad,  educational  excursions,  junior  club  and  school 
camps  and  harvesting  ; 398  to  the  examination  of  children  proposed 
for  admission  to  residential  schools  ; 773  to  diphtheria  immunisation  ; 
60  to  examinations  of  school  meals  staff  ; 238  to  poliomyelitis  vaccina- 
tion ; 19  to  examinations  of  pre-vocational  students  and  101  periods  to 
visiting,  etc. — total  periods  36,600.  Visits  totalled  3,494,  of  which 
768  were  home  visits  (to  592  children)  ; nurse  inspectresses  from  the 
Sanitary  Divisions  also  visited  homes  in  connection  with  uncleanliness 
discovered  in  the  schools.  During  the  same  period,  dental  attendants 
devoted  7,996  periods  to  the  work  of  routine  inspection  and  clinic 
treatment  and  394  to  treatment  of  ante-natal  cases. 


D.  CO-ORDINATION  WITH  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICE 
AND  WITH  OTHER  DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE 
AUTHORITY  WHICH  RENDER  SERVICES  TO 
CHILDREN.

VIII,  page  76  and  particulars  of  the  diphtheria  immunisation  " drive  ” 
in  schools  during  1958  are  given  in  Appendix  X,  page  79. 


In  connection  with  the  medical  examination  of  employees  and 
candidates  for  posts  in  the  school  meals’  kitchens,  773  persons  were 
summoned  and  709  attended  with  the  following  results  : — 

New  Staff.- — 123  were  examined,  of  whom  23  were  considered  unfit 
by  reason  of  the  following  defects  : unsatisfactory  X-ray,  1 ; 
general  condition,  3 ; diabetes,  2 ; defective  hygiene,  3 ; 
high  blood  pressure,  6 ; deformity  of  wrist,  1 ; dental  defect,  1; 
skin  condition,  3;  ear  condition,  2;  heart  condition,  1. 

Old  Staff. — 586  were  examined,  5 of  whom  were  considered  unfit 
by  reason  of  : general  condition,  1 ; slipped  disc,  1 ; phlebitis, 
1 ; severe  cold,  1 ; throat  infection,  1 . The  last  three  later 
returned  to  duty. 

Additional  arrangements  were  made  for  the  X-raying,  at  the  Mass 
Radiography  Centre,  Elmbank  Street,  of  all  dining  attendants  during 
the  months  of  February  and  March,  1958.  Of  the  1,695  persons  who 
were  X-rayed,  103  were  recalled  for  large  film  and,  of  the  latter  number, 
1 was  put  off  duty  and  another  47  were  referred  to  Chest  Physicians 
who  were  keeping  them  under  observation.  Appointments  would,  in 
future,  only  be  made  subject  to  the  passing  of  an  X-ray  examination 
at  the  Mass  Radiography  Centre. 

The  medical  examination  of  students  attending  pre-vocational 
courses  was  continued  and  589  of  these  students  were  examined  during 
the  Session. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination.  The  School  Health  Service  again  co- 
operated in  the  national  campaign.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the 
distribution  of  appeal  leaflets  and  consent  cards  at  schools  and  school 
clinics  inviting  parents  of  children  born  any  time  between  1943  and 
1946  to  register  them  for  vaccination.  The  offer  of  vaccination  was 
thus  made  available  to  all  children  aged  from  six  months  to  fifteen 
years.  Altogether,  44,800  “ appeals  ” were  issued  to  private,  ordinary 
and  special  schools  in  January,  1958,  and  a further  1,600  were  sent  to 
nursery  schools  in  May,  1958. 

Throughout  the  Session,  the  children  who  had  been  duly  registered 
were  summoned  to  school  clinics  for  vaccination,  the  average  number 
summoned  being  latterly  120.  A first  injection  was  given  to  9,205 
children  and  a second  injection  to  8,613.  In  the  month  of  June,  a 
further  465  children  were  given  a primary  vaccination  at  nursery  schools. 
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E.  CO-OPERATION  WITH  OTHER  OUTSIDE  AGENCIES.

By  arrangement  with  Glasgow  University,  18  D.P.H.  students 
visited  a number  of  schools  and  school  clinics. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  again  undertook  the  examination  of 
school  children  at  intervals  when  the  Unit  was  available.  Details  are 
given  in  Appendix  VIII,  page  76. 

The  infectious  disease  hospitals  referred  94  school  children  (post- 
pneumonia cases)  to  the  School  Health  Service  clinics  for  examination 
and  after-care.  Of  the  number  reported,  23  failed  to  appear  or  intimated 
that  they  were  receiving  private  treatment,  7 were  found  to  be  requiring 
no  further  attention,  13  were  dealt  with  at  “ general  ” school  clinics 
and  5 were  recommended  for  convalescent  holidays.  The  remaining 
46  were  placed  on  the  list  for  artificial  light  therapy. 

During  the  year,  school  clinics  referred  243  cases  (155  boys  and  88 
girls)  direct  to  hospital,  the  ailments  from  which  they  suffered  being  as

Biggart  Hospital  Home,  Prestwick,  continued  to  allocate  40  beds 
for  Glasgow  school  children  selected  by  the  School  Health  Service. 
During  the  year,  216  children  were  summoned  to  school  clinics  for 
preliminary  medical  examination  and,  of  the  161  who  attended,  137 
were  considered  suitable  for  admission  to  the  Home. 

Medical  examination  of  5 children  going  to  the  Children’s  Village, 
Humbie,  was  undertaken  at  the  request  of  the  University  Settlement. 


F.  CO-OPERATION  WITH  TEACHERS  AND  PARENTS 
WITH  SPECIAL  REFERENCE  TO  THE  ATTENDANCE 
OF  PARENTS  AT  INSPECTION. 

See  Report  for  1954,  page  26. 
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The  willing  co-operation  of  teaching  staffs  was  continued  through- 
out the  year  and  enabled  the  work  to  be  carried  out  with  the  maximum 
of  efficiency  and  the  minimum  of  upset.  In  particular,  the  success  of 
the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Campaign  was  due  in  no  small  measure 
to  the  enthusiasm  of  interested  teachers.  The  overall  attendance 
(59-6  per  cent.)  of  parents  at  the  routine  medical  inspection  of  their 
children,  although  slightly  improved  compared  with  1957,  was  other- 
wise the  lowest  since  1952. 


5 — THE  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

GENERAL  REVIEW 
(Detailed  statistics  on  pages  39  to  67). 

The  average  number  of  pupils  on  the  register  of  all  schools  during 
1958  was  178,634  compared  with  178,155  in  1957  and  177,112  in  1956. 

Table  I (pages  39  and  40)  gives  the  total  number  of  school  children 
examined  in  the  stated  age-groups  during  the  course  of  the  year  ending 
31st  July,  1958  ; relative  statistics  are  also  given  for  each  of  the  two 
immediately  preceding  years.  In  “ordinary”  schools  51,921  pupils 
were  systematically  examined,  a total  which,  except  for  the  figures  in 
1957  and  1953,  was  the  highest  for  some  years.  The  numbers  seen  at 
special  schools  were  fewer  than  in  most  previous  years  except  for  1956 
and  1955. 

Other  examinations  in  schools  were  much  reduced,  being  the 
smallest  since  1954  ; the  largest  single  reduction  was  in  respect  of 
“ abnormals  ” (3,900  down),  offset  by  the  addition  of  the  five-year-old 
visual  acuity  examinations  for  the  first  time.  Examinations  mainly  at 
clinics  were  also  fewer  and  were,  in  fact,  the  smallest  in  number  since 
1951 — examinations  of  holiday  campers  (2,000  down)  and  the  dis- 
continuance of  harvesters’  examinations  (1,500  in  1957)  being  mainly 
responsible.  Cleanliness  inspections  by  nurses  were  also  reduced,  the 
total  inspected  being  the  smallest  in  any  one  year  since  1948. 

Appendix  la,  page  41,  gives  the  numbers  and  percentages  of 
children  notified  to  parents  as  in  need  of  treatment  for  certain  conditions 
observed  at  routine  examinations.  Notifications  were  slightly  more 
numerous  than  in  1957,  those  in  respect  of  children  in  the  second  and 
third  age-groups  being  exceptions.  Appendix  I la,  page  52,  provides 
more  details  concerning  notification  to  parents. 
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Appendix  lb,  page  42,  shows  the  age  distribution  of  children  seen 
at  the  date  of  systematic  examination.  The  nine-year-olds  were  fewer 
compared  with  those  in  the  similar  age-group  examined  in  1957,  as  also 
were  the  thirteen-year-olds,  but  to  a lesser  degree. 

In  Table  II,  pages  44  to  50,  the  results  of  systematic  examination 
of  children  in  “ ordinary  ” schools  during  the  year  are  arranged  to  show 
the  numbers  and  percentages  of  the  children  in  the  selected  age-groups 
who  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  one  or  more  of  the  listed  defects. 
Totals  for  the  years  1957  and  1956  are  supplied  for  comparison.  The 
following  are  some  brief  notes  on  the  tabulated  information. 

Unsatisfactory  clothing  and  unsatisfactory  footgear  remained  at  the 
same  low  percentage  (o-z)  in  each  case,  thus  equalling  the  previous 
best. 


Uncleanliness  (8-5  per  cent ) was  improved  compared  with  1957  and 
equalled  the  1956  figure  which  had  been  the  best  previously  recorded 
since  1950.  Improvement  was  also  reported  independently  by  cleanli- 
ness inspectresses  and  by  nurse  inspectresses  of  the  Sanitary  Department. 

Skin  disease  ( 32  per  cent.)  was  increased  due  to  the  discovery  of 
more  “ others  ” cases  (mainly  acne,  warts,  ulcers  and  abscesses),  the 
percentage  being  the  greatest  since  1947. 

Defective  nutrition  ( 2-8  per  cent.)  continued  the  improvement 
noted  in  the  1957  Report  and  returned,  in  fact,  the  best  percentage 
ever  recorded.  As  mentioned  in  previous  years,  however,  there  was  no 
yard-stick  for  assessment  of  this  condition  and  differing  standards  of 
individual  Officers  might  be  expected  to  influence  results  year  by  year. 

Mouth  and  teeth  unhealthy  (oral  sepsis)  at  T4  per  cent,  was  the  best 
ever  recorded. 

Naso-pharyngeal  defects  (8-g  per  cent.)  were  more  numerous  than  in 
1957  but  equalled  the  previous  best  returned  in  the  year  1949. 

External  eye  diseases  (4-3  per  cent.)  again  showed  a slight  reduction 
— there  were  fewer  strabismus  cases  but  blepharitis  was  slightly 
increased.  Defective  vision  ( 12-8  per  cent.)  was  the  worst  since  1954,  ' 
“ bad  ” vision  being  responsible. 

Ear  conditions  ( 13  per  cent.)  were  less  frequently  found  than  in  the 
previous  year  and  the  figure  had  not  been  bettered  since  1950  ; 
otorrhoea  again  showed  some  improvement. 
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Speech  defects  (07  per  cent.)  were  improved  compared  with  the  two 
immediately  preceding  years. 

Mental  and  nervous  conditions  (0-5  per  cent.)  showed  no  change 
from  the  position  in  1957  mainly  due  to  the  preponderance  of  cases  in 
the  “ highly  nervous  ” category. 

Diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  (1-2  per  cent.)  equalled  the  1957 
percentage  which  compared  favourably  with  that  in  most  other  post-war 
years. 

Lung  diseases  (3-2  per  cent.)  remained  unchanged  compared  with 
1957  but  the  incidence  of  these  conditions,  as  mentioned  in  previous 
Reports,  had  always  tended  to  fluctuate  from  year  to  year. 

Deformities  (2-3  per  cent.)  were  also  unchanged,  probable  rickets 
maintaining  the  improvement  noted  in  recent  years. 

Infectious  diseases  and  diabetes  returned  negligible  percentages  and 
asthma  remained  at  the  satisfactorily  low  percentage  shown. 

Other  diseases  or  defects  (4-0  per  cent.)  were  more  numerous ; 
enuresis,  anaemia  and  debility  forming  a considerable  proportion  of  this 
group. 

Appendix  Ila,  page  52,  gives  additional  information  extracted 
from  the  returns  of  routine  medical  inspection.  The  attendance  of 
parents  at  the  examination  of  their  children  showed  a slight  improve- 
ment over  the  1957  figure,  but  was  otherwise  the  poorest  since  1952. 
More  notifications  to  parents  were  verbally  given  than  in  1957  regarding 
the  various  defects  found  at  inspection  and  more  were  noted  for  re 
inspection.  Fewer  were  excluded  from  attendance  at  school.  The  per- 
centage (48 7)  of  children  with  no  recorded  defect  was  the  best  ever  given 
in  these  Reports.  Sound  teeth  was  reported  on  fewer  occasions  com- 
pared with  the  years  1957  and  1956  but  the  visual  acuity  among  those 
not  owning  glasses  was  unimproved.  Diphtheria  immunisation  {85  3 
per  cent.)  continued  to  decline  as  also  vaccination  against  smallpox 
( 60  2 per  cent.)  ; in  both  instances  the  proportion  of  infants  protected 
being  particularly  unsatisfactory — perhaps  an  indication  of  the  value 
of  the  regimen  at  school. 

Appendix  lib,  page  54,  details  the  results  of  the  partial  examination 
of  children  born  in  1950  and  also  gives  the  totals  of  the  two  previous 
years  for  comparison.  Fewer  children  were  tested  than  usual,  but  the 
percentages  for  visual  acuity  and  hearing  compared  favourably  with 
those  in  former  years. 


B 
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Appendix  lie,  page  55,  gives  particulars  of  the  average  heights  and 
weights  of  children  measured  at  routine  medical  inspection  in  1958 
and  for  each  of  the  years  back  to  1949.  Graphs  of  the  post-war  measure- 
ments are  also  given.  General  improvement  in  the  average  heights  of 
each  age-group  continued  and  similarly  in  respect  of  the  weights  of 
five-year-olds  and  thirteen-year-olds — the  average  weights  of  the 
nine-year-olds  failed  to  improve  upon  the  1957  figures  which,  however, 
were  the  best  to  date. 

Table  III,  page  60,  classifies  the  results  of  systematic  medical 
inspection  according  to  the  remediability  of  the  major  defects  observed 
in  the  children.  The  percentage  (65-6)  of  children  free  from  defects 
(other  than  clothing,  cleanliness  and  minor  dental  defects),  although 
not  so  good  as  in  1957,  was  better  than  in  either  of  the  two  previous 
years. 

Appendices  Ilia  and  Illb  give  particulars  of  certain  “ other 
examinations  ” listed  in  Table  I. 

Appendix  IIIc  details  the  results  of  cleanliness  inspection  by 
nurses,  while  Appendix  II Id  summarises  the  findings  of  the  year’s 
work  in  the  “ hygiene  units.”  The  results  of  cleanliness  inspection 
were  satisfactory  and  improvement  was  also  reported  by  the  “ hygiene 
units.” 

The  returns  of  medical  inspection  in  nursery  schools  are  summarised 
in  Appendix  VII,  page  74,  and  Appendix  VIII  describes  the  measures 
adopted  for  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis  among  school  children. 
Appendix  IX,  page  78,  gives  a brief  note  on  the  medical  supervision  of 
the  Remand  Home  and  Appendix  XIV  shows  the  relationship  between 
the  parent’s  occupation  and  the  remediability  classes  of  Table  III.  A 
new  Appendix  (XV)  gives  details  of  the  visual  acuity  of  five-year-old 
children  in  accordance  with  the  request  in  D.H.S.  Circular  No.  48  1957 
the  interesting  similarity  of  the  findings  in  this  age-group  and  in  the 
seven-year-olds  is  notable. 


6.-  MEDICAL  TREATMENT 

GENERAL  REVIEW 

(Detailed  statistics  on  pages  20  to  81  and  81  to  86). 

Fewer  cases  were  treated  during  the  period  under  review  and 
attendances  at  school  clinics  were  similarly  reduced,  the  one  exception 
being  in  respect  of  defective  speech  where  the  employment  of  additional 
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staff  enabled  more  cases  to  be  seen.  The  general  reduction  was  due  in 
some  instances  to  a shortage  of  staff  (particularly  ear  and  defective 
vision  cases),  in  other  instances  restricted  facilities  (e.g.  T.  & A.  opera- 
tions in  hospital)  were  responsible.  Brief  explanatory  notes  on  each 
group  of  defects  are  given  below. 

Cuts,  bruises,  minor  injuries,  etc.,  were  fewer  than  in  the  past  two 
years  but,  with  these  exceptions,  were  more  numerous  than  in  any 
previous  year.  This  fall  appeared  to  reverse  the  trend  of  consistent 
increase  year  by  year,  noted  in  past  Reports,  but  might  prove  to  be 
merely  temporary. 

Ear  disease  cases  seen  by  School  Medical  Officers  were  more 
numerous  than  in  1957  although  fewer  than  for  some  time  prior  to  that 
year  ; fewer  cases  were  examined  by  specialists  (the  smallest  number 
since  1953)  mainly  due  to  a shortage  of  consultants.  More  new  cases 
were  treated  at  clinics  (the  greatest  number  since  1954)  but  total 
attendances  continued  to  decline,  as  mentioned  in  previous  reports, 
mainly  by  reason  of  improved  treatment  methods. 

Fewer  cases  of  defective  hearing  were  seen  by  the  specialists  and  also 
fewer  in  connection  with  the  audiometric  survey — both  due  to  the  lack 
of  staff. 

Eye  disease  cases  again  fell,  the  total  being  the  smallest  since  1947  ; 
blepharitis  and  conjunctivitis  were  particularly  reduced  and  the  only 
exception  to  the  general  trend  was  in  respect  of  injuries  which  were 
slightly  increased. 

Skin  disease  was  reduced  compared  with  1957  although  the  figures 
were  higher  than  in  1956  or  1955.  Scabies  continued  to  rise,  as 
previously  noted,  whilst  impetigo  again  declined. 

The  considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of  defective 
vision  dealt  with  was  due  entirely  to  the  inability  to  obtain  additional 
staff  or  replacements.  Fewer  children  were  seen  at  refraction  clinics 
than  in  any  one  year  since  1949  and  the  number  supplied  with  spectacles 
was  the  smallest  since  1953. 

Fewer  tonsils  and  adenoids  operations  were  performed — the  smallest 
number  for  many  years — mainly  by  reason  of  restrictions  placed  on 
admissions,  including  the  temporary  closure  of  a ward  in  one  hospital 
and  children  who  had  had  recent  Polio  inoculation  which  necessitated 
postponement  of  the  operation. 
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Orthopaedic  cases  were  also  fewer — the  lowest  since  1953 — but  a 
slight  increase  in  the  numbers  treated  was  noted  (the  highest  since 
1953).  Attendances  for  clinic  treatment  were,  however,  reduced. 

New  cases  of  general  diseases  were  fewer,  being  the  lowest  since  1952 
but  clinic  attendances,  although  less  than  in  1957  or  1956,  were  more 
numerous  than  in  any  other  previous  year  back  to  1951.  Medicine  was 
supplied  more  frequently  than  in  1957  but  the  total  was  otherwise  the 
smallest  for  some  years. 

Artificial  light  treatment  cases  were  considerably  reduced,  being  the 
lowest  for  many  years. 

At  the  special  cardiac  clinic  the  numbers  examined  again  fell  to 
the  lowest  for  many  years. 

Increased  numbers  of  speech  defect  were  treated  during  the  session — 
the  highest  total  so  far  recorded  in  any  one  year.  As  already  mentioned, 
the  employment  of  additional  staff  was  mainly  responsible. 

The  re-organised  diphtheria  immunisation  campaign  in  schools 
resulted  in  greater  numbers  being  inoculated,  reinforcing  injections 
being  more  frequently  given  than  in  any  year  since  1949.

The  certifying  Aurist  continued  to  visit  school  clinics  to  examine 
children  reported  to  be  suffering  from  defective  hearing,  mainly  cases 
referred  from  the  audiometric  surveys.  He  also  visited,  from  time  to 
time,  the  children  in  the  schools  for  the  deaf  or  partially  deaf  and 
reviewed  the  progress  of  each  case. 

Classification.  Pupils  to  the  number  of  61  were  summoned  with 
a view  to  grading  as  regards  special  education  and,  of  that  total  44 
(23  boys  and  21  girls)  attended.  6 pupils  were  classified  as  follows  : — 

2,  deaf  classes  ; 4,  partially-deaf  classes.  The  specialist  also  made 
the  undernoted  recommendations  : — 

Audiogram,  19  ; hearing  aid,  4 ; clinic  treatment,  8 ; T.  & A. 
operation,  4 ; other  recommendations,  7. 

Hearing  Aids.  During  the  Session,  19  children  (9  boys  and  10 
girls)  were  recommended  hearing  aids  and  in  the  same  period  instru- 
ments were  supplied  to  16  school  children  (7  boys  and  9 girls).  Head 
Teachers  were  requested  to  provide  a progress  report  for  the  month 
following  the  issue  of  the  aid. 

Audiograms.  In  the  course  of  the  year,  783  cases  (438  boys  and 
345  girls)  were  tested  by  audiogram  at  Florence  Street  Audiometric 
Clinic  ; the  total  included  16  cases  summoned  for  retest. 

Tonsil  I Adenoid  Cases.  In  7 instances  (3  boys  and  4 girls), 
operations  for  the  removal  of  tonsils  and/or  adenoids  were  performed 
in  Mearnskirk  or  Western  District  Hospitals. 

Audiometric  Survey  Scheme.  Details  of  the  work  accomplished 
during  the  Session,  including  the  findings  of  the  Aurist  and  the  treat- 
ment provided,  are  shown  in  Appendix  XII,  page  84. 

Courses  of  Study.  Early  in  1958,  two  Health  Visitors  attended  a 
short  course  at  Manchester  University  on  the  theory  and  practice  of 
screening  tests  of  the  hearing  of  young  children.  Also,  a School  Medical 
Officer  attended  another  short  course  in  Manchester  ; the  subjects 
studied  included  the  principles  and  practice  of  screening  tests  of  hearing, 
procedures  for  the  assessment  of  residual  capacity  to  hear  in  young 
children,  and  home  guidance  to  the  parents  of  deaf  children.

(b)  Provision  of  Spectacles. 

New  cases  were  supplied  with  spectacles  under  the  scheme  to  the 
number  of  4,683.  The  nickel  type  was  provided  in  4,403  instances 
free  of  charge,  and  the  cellulose  acetate  in  280  on  payment  by  each 
parent  of  a contribution  towards  the  cost. 

Replacements  or  repairs  totalled  1,897,  the  details  being  as 
follows  : — new  lenses,  40  ; replaced  lenses,  887  ; frames,  sides,  etc., 
970  (nickel  957  ; cellulose  acetate  13).  A contribution  towards  the 
cost  of  replacement  or  repair  was  made  by  the  parent  in  13  instances. 

(C)  EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT  OPERATIVE  TREATMENT. 
(i)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  Operations. 

All  cases  referred  for  tonsil/adenoid  operation  in  the  Western 
District  Hospital  were  seen  at  a school  clinic  by  one  of  the  operating 
specialists.  A summary  of  the  specialists’  recommendations  during 
the  year  is  given  in  the  following  table.

In  addition  to  the  above,  16  children  (10  boys  and  6 girls)  were 
admitted  to  hospital  during  the  year,  but  were  discharged  without 
operation  for  various  reasons,  mostly  medical. 


Other  forms  of  treatment  were  also  given  to  children  receiving 
tonsils  and  adenoids  operations,  and  a few  patients  were  detained  in 
hospital  for  more  than  the  normal  period  before  or  after  operation  for 
medical  reasons. 

All  children  were  instructed  to  report  to  the  school  clinic  two  weeks 
after  discharge  from  hospital  for  post-operative  examination. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  waiting  list  at  31st  July,  1958,  was 
1,339  (651  boys  and  688  girls).  Of  these,  169  (71  boys  and  98  girls) 
had  been  “ screened  ” by  the  above-mentioned  specialists. 

(ii)  Other  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Operations. 

In  addition  to  those  treated  for  tonsils  and/or  adenoids,  children 
to  the  number  of  46  (including  1 1 for  antral  lavage  in  Western  District 
Hospital)  were  admitted  to  one  or  other  of  the  hospitals  during  the 
year  for  operative  and  other  treatment  of  various  ear,  nose  and  throat 
conditions.  Some  of  the  patients  were  treated  for  more  than  one 
defect. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  waiting  list  at  31st  July,  1957,  for  other 
ear,  nose  and  throat  operations  was  27  (17  boys  and  10  girls). 
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(D)  ORTHOPAEDIC  AND  POSTURAL  DEFECTS.

The  treatment  of  children  at  the  school  orthopaedic  clinics 
continued  to  be  supervised  by  the  visiting  consultant  orthopaedic 
surgeon.  Of  the  cases  admitted  to  hospital  the  disability  in  45  per 
cent,  of  these  was  due  to  poliomyelitis.  These  children  were  seen  in  the 
^clinics  by  the  visiting  consultant  and  remained  under  constant  super- 
vision there  after  being  discharged  from  hospital.

The  Specialist  referred  46  children  (20  boys  and  26  girls)  for 
electro-cardiogram  or  X-ray  examination  and  8 (3  boys  and  5 girls) 
for  admission  to  hospital  where  some  were  operated  on  for  the  treatment 
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of  certain  forms  of  congenital  heart  disease.  In  addition,  3 boys  and 
3 girls  were  recommended  other  forms  of  specialist  and  school  clinic 
treatment.  The  Specialist  also  interviewed  32  parents  of  children  who 
had  been  referred  for  further  investigation  at  the  Cardiology  Clinic. 

During  the  year,  the  numbers  interviewed  at  special  clinics  and 
assessed  as  regards  capability  for  suitable  employment  were  as  shown 
below  : — 

October,  1957,  5 ; December,  1957,  9 ; April,  1958,  10 ; June, 
1958,  10.  Since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme  in  June,  1950,  339 
children  in  all  had  been  seen. 

The  Specialist,  in  his  report  on  the  year’s  work,  mentioned  that 
the  scheme  had  recently  been  improved  by  means  of  an  arrangement 
whereby  any  child  requiring  further  investigation  was  referred  to  the 
Cardiology  Clinic  at  Stobhill  Hospital  which  was  under  the  care  of  Dr. 
H.  R.  L.  Fraser.  In  consequence,  not  only  was  it  possible  to  carry  out 
ancillary  tests  in  the  hospital,  but  the  Specialist  and  Dr.  Fraser  were 
enabled  to  discuss  each  of  the  problem  cases  with  benefit  to  all  concerned. 


7—  DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 

During  the  year  under  review,  a shortage  of  staff  continued  to  be 
reflected  in  the  amount  of  treatment  shown  and,  although  the  staffing 
situation  had  improved,  there  were  fewer  periods  devoted  to  treatment 
than  in  the  previous  year. 

Other  reasons  than  staffing  were,  however,  responsible  for  the  fall 
in  treatment  figures  (e.g.,  the  October  influenza  epidemic  and  the 
poliomyelitis  vaccination  campaign)  but  the  most  serious  single  con- 
tributing factor  influencing  this  downward  trend  was  the  movement  of  a 
large  part  of  the  school  population  to  outlying  districts  where  dental 
clinic  facilities  were  not  yet  available  (e.g.,  Drumchapel,  Castlemilk, 
Barlanark,  etc.).  The  expenditure  in  time  and  money  by  parents 
accompanying  their  children  to  the  nearest  dental  clinic  was  greater 
than  many  were  prepared  to  sacrifice. 

This  feature  was  particularly  unfortunate  at  the  present  time  as 
there  was  an  increased  acceptance  of  clinic  treatment  which  could  not 
be  turned  to  advantage  until  conveniently  sited  dental  clinics  were 
provided. 
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8. — SPECIAL  SCHOOLS  AND  CLASSES  AND  RESIDENTIAL  SCHOOLS 


(a)  FOR  HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN 

Educational  provision  was  made  as  follows  in  schools  for  handi- 
capped children  under  the  management  of  the  Corporation  : — 

(1)  Mentally  handicapped — 18  Day  Schools  and  11  Occupational 
Centres. 

(2)  Physically  handicapped,  delicate  or  convalescent — 10  Day 
Schools,  8 Residential  Schools,  7 Hospital  Schools  and  a 
Scheme  of  Home  Tuition.  (One  day  school  had  a separate 
unit  for  spastic  children). 

(3)  Defective  vision — 1 Day/Residential  School  for  blind  children 
and  1 Day  School  for  the  partially  sighted.  (The  former  served 
the  whole  of  Scotland  and  Northern  Ireland  and  accommo- 
dated Roman  Catholic  children). 

(4)  Defective  hearing — 1 Nursery/Infant  Day  School,  1 Day 
School  and  1 Day/Residential  School  for  the  partially  deaf 
and  2 Day/Residential  Schools  for  the  deaf.  In  addition, 
teachers  from  the  Speech  Reading  Unit  visited  ordinary 
schools  to  give  speech-reading  instruction  and  auditory 
training  to  pupils  not  sufficiently  deaf  to  require  teaching  by 
deaf  methods. 

(5)  Mentally  handicapped  and  deaf — 1 class  in  a Day  School 
(Rottenrow). 

At  30th  June,  1958,  the  number  of  children  receiving  special 
educational  treatment  in  schools  administered  by  the  Corporation  was 
as  given  below  : — 

Physically  handicapped  children,  578  ; children  with  hearing 
defects,  31 1 ; children  with  defects  of  vision,  97  ; mentally  handicapped 
(educable)  children,  2,729  ; mentally  handicapped  (trainable)  children, 
482  ; total  4,137.  This  total  compares  with  4,325  in  1957  and  4,568 
in  1956. 

Children  who  were  classified  as  handicapped  were  required  statut- 
orily to  remain  at  school  until  the  leaving  date  following  their  sixteenth 
birthday. 
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Children  from  the  age  of  2 years  were  medically  examined  at  the 
parents  request  when  disabilities  were  known.  Advisory  centres  were 
available  at  the  nursery/infant  day  schools  where  parents  of  very 
young  deaf  children  were  given  help  and  advice  on  their  children’s 
training.  Blind  and  deaf  children  were  admitted  to  school  from  the  age 
of  2 years  if  considered  fit  to  profit  from  appropriate  education.  For 
all  other  categories  the  age  of  entry  to  school  was  5 years. 

School  Medical  Officers  re-examined  handicapped  children  at 
intervals  to  ascertain  progress  and  to  recommend,  where  possible, 
transfer  to  ordinary  school.  In  addition,  consultant  services  were 
provided  for  children  with  defects  of  hearing  or  vision,  for  orthopaedic 
and  heart  cases  and  for  spastics. 

Hospital  Schools.  Tuition  was  given  to  individual  pupils  confined 
to  bed  and  to  convalescents  in  classrooms  where  facilities  were  available. 
1 hese  children  were  not  classified  as  requiring  special  educational 
treatment  and,  on  return  home,  they  were  re-admitted  to  their  appro- 
priate schools.  The  following  is  a list  of  the  Hospital  Schools  with  the 
number  of  pupils  in  each  receiving  tuition  at  30th  June,  1958. 

Drumchapel  Home,  (38)  ; Lenzie  Home,  (33)  ; Mearnskirk

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There  is  also  a residential  school  at  Nerston,  East  Kilbride,  having 
accommodation  for  40  maladjusted  children  (Protestant  and  Roman 
Catholic  boys  and  girls)  requiring  psychological  treatment. 

Periods  of  residence  vary  according  to  the  needs  of  the  individual 
child,  averaging  from  three  to  six  months  for  physically  handicapped 
children,  six  to  eight  weeks  for  convalescents  and  from  three  to  nine 
months  for  children  admitted  to  Nerston. 

During  May,  1958,  approximately  120  mentally  handicapped 
children  had  four  weeks’  residence  at  Dounans  Camp,  Aberfoyle.  This 
provision  was  made  as  the  Corporation  had  no  residential  school  for 
mentally  handicapped  children. 

Home  Tuition  Scheme. 

See  Report  for  1954,  page  50. 

At  30th  June,  1958,  the  number  of  children  participating  in  the 
scheme  was  39  and  the  main  causes  of  incapacity  were  : —

lb)  FOR  NORMAL  CHILDREN 

There  are  3 Residential  Schools  outwith  the  City  for  normal 
children  who  go  in  school  groups  and  stay  for  a period  of  four  weeks. 
Accommodation  in  the  various  schools  is  as  follows  : — 

48  places  at  Achnamara,  Lochgilphead  (Protestant,  post-primary 
boys  and  girls). 
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48  places  at  Dalguise,  near  Dunkeld.  This  school  is  available  for 
eight  months  in  each  year.  In  addition',  class  groups  of  boys  and  girls 
go  to  National  Camps  for  2 months  each  year. 

112  places  at  Galloway,  Wigtown  (Protestant,  primary  boys  and 
girls). 

There  is  also  a Residential  Nursery  School  at  Southannan,  Fairlie, 
with  36  places  for  children  who  go  in  groups  from  each  Glasgow  nursery 
school  in  turn  for  a period  in  residence  of,  generally,  three  and  a half 
weeks. 


(c)  FOR  MALADJUSTED  CHILDREN 
Child  Guidance. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinics  dealt  with  3,035  children  as  compared 
with  3,219  in  the  preceding  year.  These  children  showed  one  or  more 
of  the  following  symptoms  : — 

Emotional  disorders  (general  instability,  anxiety  and  obsessional 
states,  night  terrors  and  sleep  walking,  enuresis  and  soiling,  emotional 
retardation  and  regression,  psychopathic  personalities) — 1,368  instances; 
behaviour  disturbances  (unmanageable  behaviour,  aggression  and  temper 
tantrums,  sadistic  tendences,  exhibitionism,  truancy  and  wandering) — 
645  ; delinquency  (theft,  lying,  malicious  mischief  and  sexual  offences) 
- — 358 ; educational  disability  (general  backwardness  and  specific 
disability) — 789.  Of  these  children,  101  were  given  residential  treat- 
ment at  Nerston  Residential  Clinic  as  compared  with  101  in  the  pre- 
ceding Session. 

Further  information  can  be  found  in  the  report  issued  annually 
by  the  Education  Department. 

9 - ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND 
PERSONAL  HYGIENE 

The  needs  of  secondary  pupils  in  respect  of  Physical  Education 
had  been  met  but  the  increasing  roll  of  secondarj?  pupils  had  made  it 
difficult  to  allocate  as  much  assistance  to  primary  schools  as  was 
considered  necessary. 

Supplies  of  material  were  good  and  the  standard  of  accommodation 
for  Physical  Education  in  the  new  comprehensive  schools  compared 
favourably  with  that  of  any  other  city  in  Scotland.  In  the  primary 
schools  every  effort  was  being  made  to  acquire  separate  accommodation 
but  this  still  remained  a problem  in  many  schools  of  the  older  types. 


Health  Education,  including  Personal  Hygiene  and  simple  First 
Aid,  continued  to  form  an  essential  element  of  the  curriculum  of  both 
primary  and  secondary  schools.  The  constant  emphasis  on  Health 
Education  at  all  stages  of  the  child’s  school  life,  added  to  the  recent 
anti- 1 uberculosis  campaign  in  the  city,  would  no  doubt  assist  in  main- 
taining the  general  high  standard  of  fitness  among  pupils.  The  use  of 
spray  baths  as  a valuable  aid  to  healthy  living  continued  in  those 
schools  provided  with  facilities,  while  reconstruction  of  existing  instal- 
lations and  provision  of  new  spray  baths  where  accommodation  could 
be  found  continued  to  be  the  policy  of  the  Committee. 

The  fullest  use  continued  to  be  made  of  Corporation  Swimming 
Baths  and  of  the  baths  in  our  own  schools.  Of  the  latter,  two  still 
remained  to  be  provided  with  filtration  plants.  The  pond  at  St. 
Cuthbert’s  J.S.  School  which  was  nearing  completion,  would  be  a 
welcome  addition  to  the  swimming  facilities.  Playing  field  facilities 
had  improved  with  the  addition  of  Ncthercraigs  and  other  areas  small 
in  extent. 

Three  Mobile  Spray  Bath  Units  continued  to  function,  visiting  15 
schools.  An  overall  average  of  110  baths  daily  was  provided  and  a 
total  of  72,028  baths  was  given  in  the  complete  year. 


10.— ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  FEEDING  AND  CLOTHING  OF 

CHILDREN 

(a)  ADMINISTRATION  AND  NATURE  OF  MEALS 

See  Report  for  1954,  page  54. 

At  31st  July,  1958,  there  were  57  Kitchens  and  2 School  Meals 
Centres  preparing  meals  for  school  children.  In  addition,  1 Kitchen 
supplied  Kosher  meals  to  Jewish  children. 

On  an  average  day  in  March,  1958  (Friday,  28th  March),  the  total 
number  of  meals  served  was  58,032,  of  which  56,293  were  dinners.  Of 
the  meals  supplied,  13,336  dinners  were  provided  free  of  charge. 

The  meals  were  served  in  the  382  Dining  Rooms,  315  of  which 
were  in  school  premises  and  67  in  church  and  other  halls.  Of  the  315 
Dining  Rooms  in  schools,  33  were  at  schools  for  handicapped  children 
and  41  were  in  nursery  schools.

Weekly  tickets  could  be  purchased  by  pupils  having  dinner  in 
school  at  the  following  prices  : — 

For  5 meals  per  week — 4s.  9d.  for  the  first  child  of  a family,  4s.  4d. 
for  the  second,  and  3s.  lid.  for  the  third  and  subsequent  children; 
equivalent  prices  for  6 dinners  are  5s.  7d.,  5s.  2d.  and  4s.  9d.  Remission 
rates  of  3s.  lid.,  3s.,  2s.  or  Is.  (according  to  the  family  income)  are 
charged  for  a ticket  entitling  a child  to  6 dinners  per  week,  the  price 
being  the  same  for  each  member  of  the  family. 

In  schools  for  handicapped  children,  the  prices  were  Is.  lOd.  and 
2s.  Id.  for  5 and  6 dinners  respectively,  or  at  remission  rates  for  6 
dinners  of  2s.  and  Is. 

(c)  FOOTWEAR  AND  CLOTHING 

During  the  year  1st  June,  1957  to  31st  May,  1958t  904  children 
were  provided  with  footwear  and  clothing  as  compared  with  1,111 
during  the  previous  twelve  months.  The  undertaking  given  by  the 
National  Assistance  Board  to  accept  responsibility  for  the  clothing 
needs  of  children  of  their  dependants  continued  satisfactorily. 

{d)  MILK  SUPPLY  TO  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 

The  total  number  of  milk  rations  during  the  year  ending  31st 
July,  1958,  was  35,394,054,  compared  with  36,288,611  in  1957.  The 
most  recent  census  figures  showed  that  80-59  per  cent,  of  the  children 
on  the  registers  in  September,  1957,  were  taking  school  milk  compared 
with  86-9  per  cent,  in  September,  1956. 

Food  inspectors  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Department  took  212 
samples  of  pasteurised  milk  for  examination  and,  of  that  number,  5 
failed  to  pass  the  coliform  test.  The  average  composition  of  samples 
was  satisfactory  at  3-76  per  cent,  milk  fat  and  8-78  per  cent,  non-fatty 
solids.  Of  88  samples  submitted  for  biological  examination  as  to  the 
presence  of  tubercle,  all  were  found  to  be  negative.

columns,  a fall  to  second  place  for  weight  of  " trans- 
ferred ” pupils  bringing  down  the  “ all  ” figure  to 
second  place  also.

Defects  found  in  Children  presented  for  Medical 
Inspection  as  “ Non-Routines  ”—17,439  children  were  presented  for 
“ non-routine  ” inspection  (generally  on  account  of  defect  observed  or 
suspected  by  teachers)  ; 15,603  of  these  were  pupils  in  ordinary  schools 
and  1,836  in  special  schools. 

Some  of  these  children  were  found  on  examination  to  have  more 
than  one  defect.  The  individual  results  were  : nits  minor,  1,022  ; nits 
major  and/or  vermin,  352;  skin  conditions,  1,438;  eye  conditions 
(including  defective  vision),  4,760 ; ear,  nose  and  throat  defects, 
1,581  ; “ general  ” defects,  6,370  ; defective  teeth,  339  ; no  apparent 
disease,  296  ; and  other  causes,  1,502. 

Re-Inspection  by  Medical  Officers  of  " Abnormals.  — The 
total  number  of  re-inspections  was  21,660.  Of  these,  9,252  (42 7 per 
cent.)  were  found  to  be  receiving  treatment  at  the  school  clinics,  5,755 
( 26  6 per  cent.)  were  being  treated  elsewhere,  4,282  (. ig-8  per  ce?it.) 
did  not  require  treatment,  and  2,371  (io-g  per  cent.)  had  not  had  the 
necessary  treatment  provided.  These  last  were  unimportant  cases  or 
were  reported  for  11  following  up  ” by  other  methods. 

(Details  of  “ non-routine  ” and  “ abnormal  ” cases  examined  in 
Nursery  Schools  are  given  on  page  75). 


APPENDIX  lllb .—OTHER  SPECIAL  INSPECTIONS. 

(a)  Leaving  Interviews. — These  were  granted  in  order  to  bring 
medical  records  up-to-date  and  to  give  advice,  in  some  cases,  regarding 
unsuitability  for  certain  occupations — 9,696  pupils  presented  them- 
selves. 

(b)  Holiday  Camps,  etc. — Arrangements  were  again  made  for 
inspection  of  pupils  attending  schools,  junior  clubs,  and  play  centres 
who  had  been  proposed  for  holiday  camps  in  the  summer.  Fewer 
children  were  seen,  compared  with  the  previous  year,  but  improved 
percentages  were  recorded  at  both  inspections  for  boys  and  girls.

In  the  six  original  schools  the  girls  at  both  inspections  were  much 
improved,  the  percentages  being  the  highest  since  the  scheme  was 
initiated  in  1941.  The  percentages  for  boys,  however,  were  not  so 
satisfactory  although  an  improvement  was  noted  at  the  second  inspec- 
tion over  the  two  immediately  preceding  years. 

For  all  selected  schools  the  percentages  were  again  the  best  ever 
recorded  with  the  exception  of  boys  at  the  second  inspection,  who  just 
failed  to  equal  the  previous  best. 

The  returns  for  the  Units  with  full-time  attendants  have  been 
extracted  and  the  table  below  shows  the  average  percentages  for  each 
of  the  two  general  inspections  (a)  in  the  year  immediately  preceding 
the  appointment  of  the  attendants  and  ( b ) in  the  Sessions  1954,  1955, 
1956,  1957  and  1958  which  were  the  first,  second,  third,  fourth  and 
fifth  complete  years  respectively  during  which  the  experiment  with  all 
six  Units  had  been  uniformly  operating.  Perusal  of  the  table  will 
reveal  the  consistent  improvement  noted  following  the  appointment  of 
full-time  attendants,  with  the  one  exception  of  girls  at  the  second 
inspection.  In  this  connection,  the  reduced  figure  may  be  almost 
certainly  attributed  to  the  fact  that  no  return  was  obtained  from  one 
of  the  Units  for  the  period.

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APPENDIX  VII. — NURSERY  SCHOOLS  AND  DAY  NURSERIES. 

See  Report  for  1954,  page  99. 

At  the  end  of  July,  1958,  the  Education  Department  was  respon- 
sible for  the  administration  of  41  Nursery  Schools  having  places  for 
1,683  children  and  of  Southannan  Residential  Nursery  School,  Fairlie 
and  Dunclutha  Nursery  School,  Kirn,  where  36  and  24  children  respect- 
ively were  accommodated.  On  the  same  date,  the  Health  and  Welfare 
Department  had  under  its  management  16  Day  Nurseries  with  approxi- 
mately 740  places  and  one  24-hour  Day  Nursery  for  40  children  whose 
mothers  worked  on  nightshifts. 


During  the  year  ended  31st  July,  1958,  children  to  the  number  of 
1,088  (544  boys  and  544  girls)  were  subjected  to  “ routine  inspection,” 
1,840  were  medically  examined  at  the  request  of  teachers,  and  18  were 
re-inspected.  The  results  of  these  examinations  are  detailed  below.

Parents  were  notified  of  defects  found  in  324  instances,  69  (y-8  per 
cent.)  of  these  being  due  to  clothing,  cleanliness,  or  minor  dental  defects, 
and  255  (23-4  per  cent.)  being  in  respect  of  other  defects.  School  Medical 
Officers  also  noted  59  cases  (3-4  per  cent.)  for  re-inspection  as  a result 
of  defects  observed  in  clothing  or  cleanliness,  or  for  minor  dental  defects, 
and  359  children  (33-0  per  cent.)  having  other  defects.  “ Sound  teeth  ” 
was  recorded  in  885  cases  (81-3  per  cent.),  802  pupils  (737  per  cent.)

Inspection  of  Non-Routine  Cases. 

Children  to  the  number  of  1,840  were  presented  for  inspection  on 
account  of  defects  observed  or  suspected  by  teachers.  The  individual

At  the  request  of  the  National  Association  for  the  Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis,  a further  examination  of  fourteen  of  the  sixteen  children 
(two  had  left  the  city  in  the  meantime)  who  had  been  sent  to  V ording- 
borg  in  September,  1956,  was  made  and  individual  reports  forwarded 
to  the  Association.  Improvement  was  noted  in  most  instances,  but  a 
few  of  the  children  had  not  shown  or  maintained  the  hoped  for  progress. 


Mass  Miniature  Radiography . 

The  School  Health  Service  continued  to  arrange  with  the  Mass 
Miniature  Radiography  Centre  at  Elmbank  Street  for  the  X-raying  of 
pupils  attending  Glasgow  schools.  In  the  course  of  the  year,  pupils  to 
the  number  of  4,259  (2,060  boys  and  2,199  girls)  were  examined. 
Details  of  the  abnormalities  found  and  particulars  of  the  action  taken 
are  shown  in  the  following  table.  1 he  table  records  only  those  abnor- 
malities detected  on  full  size  films  and  excludes  those  recorded  from 
miniature  films  alone.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  incidence  of  tuber- 
culosis in  girls  remained  relatively  high,  probably  because  a large 
proportion  of  examinees  came  from  the  Mantonx  Positive  group. 
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Abnormalities  found  and  action  taken  by  Mass  Radiography  Unit. 
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Contact  Surveys. 

In  co-operation  with  the  various  Divisional  Medical  Officers, 
arrangements  were  made  for  school  children  contacts  of  tuberculosis 
cases  in  a number  of  schools  to  be  X-rayed  after  Mantoux  testing  and 
B.C.G.  vaccination  had  been  carried  out.  The  pupils  were  transported 
to  and  from  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Centre  at  Cochrane 
Street.  Usually  the  pupils  of  one  Form  or  Class  only  were  involved 
and,  in  a few  instances,  a number  of  teachers  were  also  X-rayed. 
Altogether,  approximately  250  pupils  and  15  teachers  from  7 schools 
were  X-rayed  during  the  Session.

Since  the  start  of  the  Teachers’  Sick  Pay  Scheme  in  November, 
1954,  80  teachers  had  been  found  to  be  suffering  from  active  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  put  off  duty  and  treatment  arranged.

APPENDIX  X.— DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION  CAMPAIGN. 

The  diphtheria  immunisation  campaign  for  1958  was  launched  a 
month  earlier  than  had  been  envisaged  and  was  continued  for  a longer 
period  than  usual.  1 his  was  due  to  the  Government’s  decision  to  make 
a change  in  the  types  of  prophylactic  supplied  to  local  authorities — for 
the  reasons  given  in  D.H.S.  Circular  51/1957. 

T.A.F.  was  chosen  as  the  material  to  be  used  in  the  campaign 
for  the  primary  course  of  immunisation  (comprising  three  injections  of 
1 c.c.  with  an  interval  of  four  weeks  between  each)  and  also  for  the  re- 
inforcing dose  in  all  children  of  any  age. 

The  scheme  was  moderately  successful,  in  spite  of  the  administra- 
tive difficulties  consequent  upon  re-organisation  at  short  notice  and 
the  added  complication  of  a concurrent  poliomyelitis  vaccination 
campaign.  Much  of  the  credit  for  the  successful  operation  of  the 
campaign  was  due  to  the  school  staffs  whose  willing  and  enthusiastic 
co-operation  made  it  possible. 

In  the  Table  below,  details  are  provided  showing  (i)  the  numbers 
of  injections  administered  in  schools  (as  compiled  from  the  returns  of 
School  Medical  Officers)  during  the  period  of  the  " drive  ” and  (ii)  the 
numbers  recorded  at  the  regular  clinics  during  the  year  ending  31st 
July,  1958.

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APPENDIX  XI.— SPEECH  THERAPY. 


The  staff  of  speech  therapists  was  increased  by  two  at  the  beginning 
of  the  Session  to  permit  of  further  expansion,  including  the  provision  of 
treatment  facilities  to  children  in  schools  for  the  mentally  handicapped 
and  for  pre-school  children.  Surveys  undertaken  from  time  to  time  in 
the  past  year  or  so  had  indicated  the  need  for  regular  treatment  being 
made  available  to  these  classes  of  children,  and  the  latest  returns 
(September,  1957)  had  confirmed  the  previous  findings.  The  returns 
showed  that  in  Special  schools,  75  physically  handicapped  pupils  and 
327  mentally  handicapped  were  afflicted  with  some  form  of  speech 
defect,  28  and  100  respectively  of  these  being  reported  as  of  a severe 
type  ; in  nursery  schools  there  were  208  affected  of  which  56  were 
classed  as  severe,  while  in  day  nurseries  the  figures  were  91  and  23. 


Accordingly,  four  therapists  were  allocated  to  the  various  special 
schools,  visiting  them  on  a weekly  rota  and  giving  the  requisite  treat- 
ment to  the  mentally  handicapped  as  well  as  to  the  physically  handi- 
capped who  had  hitherto  only  been  considered.  Details  of  the  work 
in  special  schools  are  shown  in  tabular  form  in  the  following  pages  as 
also  are  particulars  of  the  “ ordinary  ” school  cases  seen  by  the  group 
of  therapists  using  Child  Guidance  clinics  as  centres. 

A speech  therapy  centre  was  created  from  the  beginning  of  the 
Session  in  the  Florence  Street  School  Clinic  premises  for  the  convenience 
of  children  under  five  years  of  age,  including  those  attending  nursery 
schools  and  day  nurseries  in  the  area,  and  for  local  children  of  school 
age.  During  the  year,  96  pre-school  children  were  dealt  with  at  the 
clinic,  the  parents  of  88  of  these  being  given  advice  only  and  the  re- 
mainder receiving  a total  of  157  treatments.  I he  summarised  infor- 
mation regarding  the  school  children  treated  was  : — advice  only  given, 
3 ; treated,  40  ; total  treatments,  490  ; cases  discharged  as  satisfactory 
or  improved,  16.

Children  to  the  number  of  5 (1  boy  and  4 girls) 
were  referred  during  the  year  to  the  Hearing  Aid  Clinic  and  4 (1  boy 
and  3 girls)  were  supplied  with  instruments. 


Disposal. 

In  the  course  of  the  session  a number  of  cases  were  passed  to  the 
Education  Department  (Special  Schools  Section)  for  disposal  in  respect 
of  their  educational  needs,  most  of  them  having  been  graded  according 
to  the  degree  of  deafness.

A comparison  of  the  above  results  with  those  of  the  seven-year-olds 
(children  born  in  1950)  revealed  that  the  percentage  with  “ bad  ” 
eyesight  (6/18  or  worse)  in  both  age-groups  was  almost  similar  but  that 
“ good  ” vision  was  reported  less  frequently  in  the  younger  children. 
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Of  those  with  defective  eyesight,  143  were  summoned  to  refraction 
clinics,  133  (70  boys  and  63  girls)  attending  with  the  following  results

It  may  be  observed  that  the  homes  of  those  who  failed  to  attend 
after  having  been  summoned  twice  were  visited  by  Health  Visitors  who 
reported  that  half  had  obtained  treatment  privately  and  the  remainder 
were  unco-operative.  In  addition,  the  homes  of  those  marked  not 
for  treatment  ” were  also  visited  and  it  was  found  that  with  one  excep- 
tion, all  had  obtained  treatment  privately. 

Comparing  the  statistics  of  the  five-year-olds  with  those  for  all 
other  age-groups  (see  page  24)  in  regard  to  cases  dealt  with  at  refraction 
clinics,  the  proportion  of  cases  where  spectacles  were  pescribed  was 
broadly  similar  in  both  instances.  Analysis  of  the  refraction  errors 
recorded  showed  that  hypermetropia  was  much  the  same  in  both 
instances  but  that,  in  five-year-olds,  myopia  was  only  half  that  in  the 
older  children  and  anisopia  was  three  times  as  common. 

The  Consultant  Ophthalmologist,  commenting  on  the  interesting 
similarity  in  visual  acuity  testing  for  the  two  age-groups  (those  aged 
five  and  seven  years),  was  of  opinion  that  the  age  of  onset  of  the  lower 
degrees  of  myopia  was  later — perhaps  from  age  nine  onwards  and  not 
until  that  stage  would  there  be  much  variation  in  the  findings. 
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
